
AW ACT TO PROVIDE POH THE CONTINUING COMMON DEFENSE OF 
THE IiNITED STATES 



1* Whoever shall obtain or shall have custody of, or 
access to, or knowledge of, or shall have obtained, or had 
custody of, or access to, or knowledge of, (1) any Information 
conceiving the nature, preparation, or use of any code, cipher, 
or cryptographic or cryptanalytical system of the United Hates 
or any foreign government (2) any Information concerning the 
construction, use, maintenance or repair of any device, apparatus, 
Oi alliance used or prepared or planned for use by the United 
States or any foreign government for cryptographic or crypt- 
analytic purposes, or (3) any matter which has been, or purports 
to have been, prepared or transmitted In or by tne use of any 
code, cipher or cryptographic system of the United States or any 
foreign government, or (4) any information concerning the 
Cryptographic or cryptanaly tic activities of the United Hates or 
any foreign government, or (5) any information which has been or 
purports to have been ^derived from cryptanalysis of messages 
transmitted by the United States or any foreign government, and 
shall, without authorization by competent authority, communicate 



furnish or transmit to another or publish any such Information, 
of matter, shall upon Conviction thereof be punished by a fine 

of not more than $10,000 or byl imprisonment for not more than

ten yearB, or by both such fl$e and imprisonment* 
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act for or oh behalf of any military or naval foroe, faction or 
party, or for or on behalf of any government or any person or 
persona purporting to act as a government, whether or not »uoh 
government is recognised by the United States, 

5, (a) ^he term ” cryptographic” as used herein shall 

be taken to include any code, cipher, secret writing, deception, 
mechanical device, or other mothod used to diBguiso or conceal 
the meaning of any communication, (b) ^he term "oryptanalytlo 1 * 
as used herein shall be taken to include all methods of 
intercepting and all methods of obtaining information of tho 
Contents of cryptographic communications.
